))arts  of  Norway  and  Sweden,  The  Danes  were  closely 
related  to  the  English  in  origin  and  language. 

6.  Alfred  the  Great  was  the  most  celebrated  of 
the  early  kings.     He  i-eigneil  from  871  to  901. 

Hi*  Rulxlued  the  Danes.  He  encourage<l  learning 
by  establishing  schools  and  employing  learned  men 
to  teach  his  jH'Ople.  He  himself  translated  many 
books  from  I^itin,  often  adding  psissages  of  his  own 
com}>osition.  He  founded  the  University  of  Oxford. 
He  kept  up  a  fleet,  and  did  all  he  could  to  foster  the 
seafaring  spirit  of  his  subjects.  To  his  wisdom  vfe 
can  ti-ace  many  of  the  principles  of  modem  British  law. 

A  \v,  925  A.  D.,  is  remarkable  for  the  great 

enc  lit  he  gave  to  commerce  by  granting  the 

title,  Thane,  to  every  merchant  who  made  three  voy- 
ages in  his  own  ships.

He,  therefore, 
came  over  with  a  |K)wei*ful  army  and  claimed  the 
throne.  Harohl  hastene<l  to  me<t  liim.  On  Senla< 
Heights,  near  Hastings,  in  Sussex,  the  two  armies 
met  and  a  terrible  Ijattle  was  fought  (Octo1>er  14. 
1066).  Tliousands  of  Krave  men  wei-e  slain  on  U)tli 
(sides.  In  the  evening  Harold  fell,  and  his  army  fled. 
Thus  William  gained  the  victon'  and  was  called  Thb 
Conqueror.

EDWARD  III.

1.  To  rule  over  France  as  well  as  England  was  tho 
great  eflbrt  of  Edward's  life,  and  as  there  was  at  that 
time  a  dispute  about  the  crown  of  that  country,  he 
collected  all  the  men  and  money  he  could  and  went 
over  to  try  for  it  himself.  This  was  the  commence- 
ment of  the  "  HuNPRKD  Years'  War,"  so-called  be- 
cause, though  there  was  not  constant  fighting,  there 
was  no  lasting  |>eace  during  all  that  time. 

After  fighting  several  battles,  he  marched  toward 
Calais,  and  was  met  by  the  French  army  at  Crecy, 
1346,  where  a  great  victory  was  won  by  the  English, 
chiefly  through  the  bravery  of  Edward,  Prince  of 
Wales,  then  a  lad  of  sixteen,  surnamed  the  Black 
Prince,  from  the  color  of  his  armor.  Calais  was 
tiikea  in  1317,  and  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
English  for  over  two  hundred  years.  In  1346  the 
Scots  invade«I  England  but  were  defeate^i  at  Neville's 
Cross,  and  their  king  David  Bruce  was  made  prisoner.

They  pro 
ceeded  a.s  far  as  Derby,  hoping  to  lie  joined  by  tli- 
P^nglish  Jacobites ;  but  the  severities  which  had  fol 
lowe<l  the  rebellion  of  1715  were  fresh  in  the  memori»'^ 
of  the  people,  an«l  few  were  willing  to  risk  their  lives 
in  so  hazardous  an  enterprise.  It  was  therefore  deter- 
mined to  retreat  once  more  into  Scotland.  At  Fai. 
KIKK  their  arms  were  again  successful ;  but  then  th< 
tide  of  fortune  tui-ned  against  them.  Attacked  on 
Cullodeu  Field,  1740,  by  the  royal  army,  led  by  the 
king's  second  son,  William,  Duke  of  Cuml>erland, 
they  were,  in  spite  of  their  gallant  resistance,  utterly 
defeated,  and  the  Stuail  cause  forever  lost.  Charles 
Edward  sought  safety  in  flight  ;  escaped  through 
countless  dangers,  and  die<l  in  Rome,  1788.
